With a new elementary school 
building at stake, and with the 
continued use of the reportedly 
unsafe Fannie D. Noe structure 
an issue, voters in the Upland 
school district are today looking 
to Friday’s election. If two-thirds 
of the voters say “yes” on their 
ballots, $175,000 in bonds will be 
issued to provide money for con- 
struction of a new school build- 
ing. If the bonds are defeated, the 
Fannie D. Noe building, which has 
been declared unsafe, may be used 
indefinitely in its unsafe condition. 


While there is no apparent op- 
position, leaders of the Fannie D. 
Noe Parent-Teacher association 
are urging all eligible voters to 
go to the polls. Balloting will be 
in the Fannie D. Noe building 
from 6 a.m. to7 p.m. Vote early, 
is the suggestion coming from 
those in charge. Many people may 
be unable to vote until late in the 
afternoon and an early visit to the 
polls, if possible, is suggested. 

Every registered voter in the Up- 
land school district is eligible to 
participate in the election. The 
school district’s southern bound- 
ary is the Santa Fe tracks from 
Grove to Benson avenues.

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Newspaper Week 

‘“Where’s the paper?”’ 

How many times a day is this question asked in your home? 

It is an indication of the fact that the newspaper is a house- 
hold necessity, but in a larger sense it is a public institution. 
As a disseminator of news, particularly in smaller communi- 
ties, it is without a rival. In its columns are found the day- 
to-day record of your ‘‘home town. Its unique funetion as 
the mirror of community life is so widely recognized that the 
newspaper, to a greater extent than the telephone or radio, is 
taken for granted. And when your newspaper does not keep 
its daily or weekly appointment with you, the question is again, 
““Where’s the paper?’’ 

The public is unfamiliar, however, with the responsibilities 
which lie behind the publication of a newspaper. First of all, 
there is the responsibility of printing the news fully and im- 
partially with as high a degree of accuracy as is humanly pos- 
sible. The chance of error is so tremendous-that every issue 
of a newspaper represents a long succession of minor miracles. 

The newspaper has a greater responsibility, however, in 
keeping its readers informed with respect to the functioning 
of their various governmental agencies. It is in this sphere of 
its activities that the newspaper renders its greatest service 
to the community in which it is published. Democracy sue- 
ceeds in proportion to the degree to which its citizens are en- 
lightened upon the conduet of its political units and the acts 
of its public officials, As long as the press is free to inform 
and to criticize, there remains more than a hope that Ameri- 
can democracy will continue to point the way to a better social 
order. 

From the days of Benjamin Franklin, American newspapers 
have not lost sight of their responsibilities to the welfare of 
their communities, states and nation. No group is more keen- 
ly aware of the shortcomings of the press than newspaper 
workers themselves, but instances of downright dishonesty and 
betrayal of the public interest are extremely rare in the his- 
tory of American journalism. 

Continue to take your newspaper for granted; you can pay 
it no greater compliment. Disagree with its editorial policies 
if you wish; no newspaper writer lays claim to a monopoly on 
truth. Criticize its errors of fact, but do not overlook the cir- 
cumstances under which a newspaper is published and the con- 
tinuous effort put forth in the interest of accuracy. 

Above all, recognize the responsibility which the news- 
paper cannot escape if it is to play its proper part in the fune- 
tioning of a democracy. Newspaper week is being observed 
to bring to the attention of the public some of the things be- 
side type and ink which go into the making of a newspaper.

Gambling Debunked 


Most parents seeing boys gamble, will either take punitive 
action or shake their heads and ease the situation by com- 
ment to the effect. that gambling is an instinet, that instincts 
are a part of human nature, that you can’t change human na- 
ture. But Dr. J. Halsey Gulick, academy headmaster, did 
meither when boys in his charge played the slot machines, says 
an editorial in the Rotarian magazine. 

He went to police headuarters, secured a confiscated gam- 
bling device, and had it set up in the mathematics room of his 
gachool. Then he arranged with the mathematics instructor to 
work up a problem involving the law of mathematical proba- 
bility. The boys were to play the machine with ‘‘phoney’”’ 
money to solve the probiem. And they discovered several sur- 
prising things. 

They learned, for example, that a player hits the ‘‘jack pot’’ 
once in 4,000 times. At a nickel a ‘‘throw,’’ that meant it 
would cost about $200 to win $5. They learned also that the 
next highest ‘‘payoff’’ was once in 2,000 plays, and made it 
cost $100 to win $1. 

Probably Dr. Gulick smiled a bit—to himself. Perhaps he 
made a few notes for a book on boy psychology. But, anyway, 
it is reported that gambling isn’t so popular in his school as 
once it was.

Shortage of houses and apartments for rental purposes is 
slowing up the growth of Upland. There is searcely a day 
passes that one or more persons do not come into The News 
office inquiring about places to rent—in fact, some days there 
are more than a dozen making such inquiries and it is no un- 
msual thing for a half dozen to come in during a day for that 
purpose. In many such cases the parties have been to all the 
real estate firms of the city. Under such conditions as these 
it seems that the building of a reasonable number of new 
Aouses and apartment buildings would be a paying investment 
here. These buildings need not be such that large rentals 
would have to be charged, as most. of the inquiries we have are 
for places not too large, but which could be rented at a mod- 
erate figure. Naturally, the highest priced materials could not 
be included in such buildings, but they could be made modern 
and attractive and command a rental that would mean a rea- 
sonable return on the money invested. It is a deplorable con- 
dition when many persons who desire to move to Upland can- 
not do so because they cannot find places in which to live. 
in a good many instances small families are living in auto 
camps because they cannot rent homes here. The four apart- 
ments in the Sargent court recently constructed on Euclid ave- 
nue were taken before the court was completed—and Mr. Sar- 
gent had applications enough to fill a court several times as 
large as the one he built.

The world must learn to meas- 
ure a man on the basis of char- 
acter instead of his financial posi- 
tion, before the kingdom of heav-
